The City of Upland intends to 
accomplish a number of proje 
ects during the forthcoming cale 
endar year to see the culminae 
tion of some previously come 
menced and to commence some 
that will not see culmination 
until Calendar 1968, 

Very early in 1967 the City 
will have a grand opening of

the fire substation on San Ane 
tonio Avenue between 20th and 
2ist Streets, This fire substa. 
tion has been designed to blend 
with the residences that will 
be constructed in that area in 
the future and yet still pro. 
vide a highly efficient fire stae 
tion. 


One engine and a company af 
men on 24-hour duty will be 
maintained at the fire substa- 
tion in order to provide more 
rapid response to fires occure 
ring in the northern portion of 
the City. This station is dee 
Signed to accommodate two ene 
gines and an expanded crew of 
men when the residential dens. 
ity has increased to warrant 
Such staffing. 





January will also see actual 
commencement of work towards 
the Civic Center. Certain build. 
ings within the two block area 
will be demolished in January. 
In late summer, the remainder 
of the ground to be cleared 
during the first phase of the 
Civic Center construction will 
be accomplished and ground 
broken for construction of the 
new library and fire station by 
early fall, 


Attention will be given to the 
parks throughout the City. In 
Memorial Park additional parke 
ing areas will be established and 
an increasing area will be plant- 
ed to grass and sprinklers ine 
stalled for greater usability of 
the park. Baldy View Park on 
W. 11th Street will be further 
developed with the istallation 
of a restroom and utility build- 
ing, park lighting, installation of 
play equipment and completion 
of the parking area, Magnolia 
Park on the north side of 15th 
Street just west of Magnolia 
Elementary School will begin 
to take form with removal of the 
existing grove, grading of the 
lot to the final contours, ine 
Stalling a sprinkler system, 
lawn, bushes and trees. 


In cooperation with the Up- 
land Elementary School Dis- 
trict, two Little League fields 
and one Poly League field will 
be established using both school 
and adjoining park properties. 
Generally, the actual playing 
field will be on school ground 
whereas the bleachers and at- 
tendant facilities will be on the 
future park sites adjacent to 
the school grounds. The Pony 
League field will be at Pioneer 
Junior High School; one Little 
League field will be at Mag. 
nolia Elementary School; and 
the other at Citrus Elementary 
School. 


Further action on the golf 
course will commence as soon 
as the Federal Government af- 
firms an open space grant of 





funds to assist in the purchase 
of land. 


The City has no control over 
the timing of this grant and 
most future action on the fae 
cility hinges upon release of 
these funds, Once monies are 
available, a necessary legal ene 
tity will be formed to finance 
the golf course and properties 
will be purchased, a golf course 
architect will be employed to 
design the course and the mule 
titude of other activities nece 
essary to realize the fruition 
of this project will commence, 


Various street improvements 
are planned for the calendar 
year. One of the first to be 
commenced will be improves 
ment of San Antonio Avenue 
from Foothill Boulevard to 23rd 
Street where all the heretofore 
unimproved street intersece 
tions will be widened to provide 
better visibility and more ease 
in turning and portions of the 
rough pavement will be capped 
to provide a smoother riding 
surface, 


Campus Avenue will be exe 
tended northerly on a four lane 
paved section up to 19th Street 
to provide improved circulation 
of traffic in that part of the 
City. Many additional smaller 
street improvement projects 
will be accomplished during the 
year to make motoring easier 
and more pleasurable for Up. 
land’s citizens, 


To enhance the beauty and 
livibility of the City, addition. 
al border road islands along 
Foothill Blvd, will be planted 
with low growing Juniper and 
Eucalyptus trees following the 
established pattern, It is ine 
tended to beautfy the left turn 
islands on Foothill Boulevard 
at Euclid Avenue, both east 
and west by removing the ase 
phalt coating from the islands 
and planting them in a fashion 
similar to the islands at San 
Antonio Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard.
